Several years ago, the Union for Reform Judaism recog- 
nized the need for rabbis to be trained to manage transi- 
tions following the departure of a long-term rabbi. An 
interim rabbi helps a congregation and staff adjust to the 
change, and plan for the next steps. They generally serve a 
congregation for one or two years and are not in the run- 
ning to stay on as the congregation’s next “settled” rabbi. At 
Sha’ar Zahav, we have had rabbis serve as interim clergy; 
this will be the first time, however, that a graduate of this 
“<ntentional interim rabbi’ program will serve in this role. 

The search committee (co-chairs Alex Ingersoll and 
Rose Katz, Daniel Chesir, Alice Harron, Paul Peninger, 
Julia Weber) was very pleased by the response to our list- 
ing for an interim rabbi. We received ten resumes and, 
based upon education, experience and responses to our 
questions about why they chose to do interim work and 
why they were interested in serving CSZ in particular, we 
selected four candidates for phone interviews. We nar- 
rowed the field again and begin checking formal (and 
informal) references. 


Following Rabbi Riter’s in-person visit to Sha’ar Zahav 
in May, the search committee unanimously decided our 
search was over, and we forwarded our enthusiastic rec- 
ommendation to President Laura Lowe and the Va’ad. On 
May 2oth, the Va’ad unanimously approved Rabbi Riter’s 
appointment as interim rabbi with CSZ. At that meeting, 
we were pleased to report that the many congregants who 
met Rabbi Riter during his visit were uniformly 
impressed by his warmth, manner and knowledge — and 
that he asked really good questions! His term will be one 
year, with an option for a second year. 

Rabbi Riter says, “I am thrilled to join the Sha’ar 
Zahav community as interim rabbi in July. My focus over 
the past ten years has been on creating ‘intentional’ Jew- 
ish living, both individually and communally. I’ve always 
looked at CSZ as a model of an intentional synagogue 
and | am therefore so honored and humbled to help lead 
you through this transition year as you re-examine your 
congregational identity and lay the groundwork for your 
future rabbinic leadership.” 

Rabbi Riter also looks forward to spending more time 
with his six-year-old daughter, Orli, who lives on the 
Peninsula.
